To-day tbe Southern 
cotton planter raids the market reports 
with a bixh, and wonders why it is that 
with an increased consumption of cotton 
thera cannot be a sufficirnt increase in 
price to free him from too fear of bank 
rnfjtcy. 
To-dny in far Nevada tbe miner 


stands by t'u« des"ried shaft an 1 smokeless 
furnace, and wonders why it is that the 
vtiluo i.-i departed from the fair white metal. 
Neither miner nor planter nor farmer nerd 
seek long lor the cause of their distress. 
Thev will find it in the offices of trWEank 
of England, in tbe Chanc.-llor> Palace at 
Berlin, in the counting-rooms of Wall- 
street.

THE CROPS. 


Report of the Department of Agricul- 


ture Tery favorable. 


The July Winter wheat repsrt of the 


Department of Agriculture represents tbe 
crop as harvested in all .but in tbe more 
northern latitudes. It shows some advance 
in the condition where it was lowest in 
June, in Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri, and a slight decline in Ohio, the 
Pacific Coast and the Southern Slates. The 
gen»ral average is 76.2 against 78.1 for last 
month. Spring wheat on tbe average has 
advuncad from 91.3 to 94 4, The averages 
of the principal States are: 
Wisconsin 03, 


Minnesota 94, Iowa 94, Nebraska 93, the 
DukotuB 93, Colorado 90, Washington 93. 
Taken together Winter and Spring wheat 
makes en average of 82.1. A small increase 
in the aroi of corn is reported of about 
six-tontba t>f 1 per cent. Thera w a pro- 
poitional extension in the Northwest and 
there will I.e nearly 1 per cent increase in 
the South. The condition of corn averages 
93 1 prr cent. There baa been a severe 
decline in Lli* condition of oats, which have 
fallen from S9.8 to 81.6. The condition of 
rye is 92, nearly the same as last report. 
Barley bns advanced from 86.4 to 8G 8. 
The Bcrcugi of potatoes has Dot appreciably 
increase,!, the average condition being .91.7. 
The o edition of pasture is high, averaging 
96, 


SILVER SITUATION. 


T'.ia Point Where the Secretary Would 


. Cease to Buy Bullion. 


The Naw Y-ork Evening Post figures out 


the silver sitnation as follows: If the pres- 
ent Silver hill becomes a law the point 
where tha Secretary of the Treasury would 
stop buying silver bullion would be 129.29, 
which corresponds with 371.2rgruius of 
silver in the dollar. 
There is a margin of 


about 22 points of tioasible advance) from 
the present prices in tbe case of buying by 
the Treasury which would absorb the 
present supply of about nine million or 
ten million ounces .ef silver within the nest 
three months. It is to be presumed, how- 
ever, that oven half as much advance would 
draw in silver from elsewhere, and by in- 
creasing tbe supply would hold tha firice 
in check.

When 1 went put .to ride in the country 
around Constantinople a big flock of quaili 
was always flying ahead of the carriage, and 
tho Palace of. tbe Sweet Waters seemed to be 
In a cloud of these birds. At the hotel it was 
quail at every meal till I hated the sight of 
them; and since that I 'have never cared to 
eat them.

I do not intend to give a list of the annoy- 


ances one encounters in foreign travel. It 
may seem incredible to my young friends that 
co insignificant an bisect as the wicked flea 
can seriously interfere with BO grand an 
achievement as a tour abroad. I do not im- 
agiue that I have suffered more then the av- 
erage traveler in Spain, Italy and some other 
countries, though my skin, may be thinner 
than that of most of tbem; bat I look upon 
the flea as I have seen him magnified on a 
white surface by the lenses of vha scientist. 


To me he is bigger than an elephant, and it 


teems as though tbe bite of a crocodile would 
be pleasant compared with that of the blood- 
thirsty insect. This monster has not only 
kept me awake all night when I needed sleep, 
but be has made me writhe and squirm all 
day. I reaUy believe the fleas in Italy and 
Spain are more to be dreaded than the ban- 
ditti of those countries, 


Spain and Italy are not alone in subjecting 


the traveler to the torture of the wicked flefl. 
Even in tho far north, where ice and snow 
dominate the year, the festive flea has a resi- 
dence. One night I went to bed, tired out 
after a hard day's work, sight seeing, in a 
hotel in Christiania, hi Norway. I soon found 
that I could not go to sleep, sleepy as I was. 
I thought I had on attack of hives or rash, or 
that I had captured the itch in some steamer 
or hotel. 


I lay in torment till I heard a clock strike 


the midnight hour. Then I became desperate 
and leaped from the bed. I lighted my two 
candles, determined to ascertain what the 
matter was. I could find nothing on my 
skin that looked like scabies, and then with a 
candle in each hand, I examined the bed. II 
was swarming with a very large sized, blue> 
black flea; and I had learned by experience 
that this sort was particularly wicked. 


I took my corn broom and brushed them 


out of the bed and tried again to sleep, ex- 
pecting to have my bones picked clean be- 
foro morning, though I was to be called at 5 
to take a steamer. I struggled in vain for 
another hour, and then got up again. I 
brushed tho monsters all out again; and this 
time I was careful that no part of the bed 
clothes should drop down to the floor. This 
succeeded. At any rate, I was so exhausted 
that at lost I went to sleep. 


I was called in two hours; and in what con- 


dition was I to appreciate the scenery of the 
Christiania Fjiord? As soon as the steamer 
was in the Skager Rack I went to sleep. That 
night I had my battle and defeat at the teeth 
of the red armored knights of my berth In a 
hntte. 


In Holland one night I was bitten one mil- 


lion times by another kind of flea, hardly less 
wicked. I did not count them, but I esti- 
mated them. Walking through the Circus of 
Maxentitis, in Rome, I smelled pennyroyal. 
I had heard that this herb was an antidote 
for the wicked flea, as it is for black flies 
and mosquitoes. I gathered a considerable 
quantity of it; but I did not actually suffer 
from tbe depredations of the terrible mon- 
ster in Italy. 


In Burgos, in Spain, after looking over the 


magnificent cathedral and glancing at the 
bones of the Cid and his wife, our party of 
three took a carriage at the hotel to visit the 
tomb of the Cid, six or seven miles from tho 
city. The vehicle was a tumble down old 
hack. A kind of cloth with a nap to it had 
been used to piece out the worn out lining. I 
wore long boots, and in a few minutes the 
armies of the wicked flea began to attack me 
by making an advance on my legs. 


There was no road to the convent that con- 


tains the tomb, and the old carriage bounced 
over rocks, sometimes a foot high, and wo 
were pitched from one side to the .other of 
the interior and into the laps of each other. 
We laughed at the' bumps we got and should 
have had a lively time of it if the fleas had 
not spoiled all the fun. We writhed and 
squirmed as though we were bitten by snakes. 
In spite of his prowess and the supernatural 
aid be received in his mighty victories, I 
doubt if the Cid Campeador could have con- 
quered the army that beset our party. 


Twisting 
bout and pirouetting1 like a 


French dancing master, Hooked at the tomb, 
but I did not take much interest in it. At 
tbe hotel I brushed the fleas out of tbe inside 
of my clothes and applied cologne to the skin, 
and it was very "refreshing. Then I put an 
abundance of pennyroyal in my garments. 
I was all right till I took in a new stock in 
Madrid. 
They worried and tortured my 


companions and myself beyond endurance. I 
obtained a bottle of flea powder^at the capi- 
tal, which was of some service, but I still re- 
gard tbe wicked fleas as one of the scourges 
of travel.—Oliver Optic in Philadelphia

To get» picture of Delphi as It was in th« 


best days of Greece, after tho building of tht 
great temple by the AlcapmondoB, read tb« 
tenth book of Pausanina He tells us of four 
temples in a row at the entrance, to Delphi. 
He then describes what, was to be found 
within the sacred precincts of Apollo: A' 
statue of Phyallus of Croton, a bull in brass 
byTheopropus the ^Eginetan, votive offer- 
big and marble Etatuos from Tegoa and La- 
cedcemonis, n brazen horse by Antiphancs of 
Argos, the chariot of Amphiaraus, the horses 
of the Tarentlnes in brass, the statues of the 
Epigoni, the treasury of .tho Sicyonians, stat- 
ues of Leto, and Apollo, and Artemis shoot- 
Ing at Tityus; treasuries of Athenians, The- 
bans and Syracusans, hung with the spoils of 
war and'adorned with statues; a portico built 
by tbe Athenians with money which they got. 
in war from tbe Pcloponnesians; a brazen 
head of the Pasonian bison, a bronze dragon 
offered by the Greens in common after-the 
battle of Plateea, statues of foot soldiers and 
cavalry by Onatas, tbe votive axes of Perl- 
clytus, a bronze wolf, a gilt statue of Pbryns 
by Praxiteles (offered by herself), statues of 
cavalry leai.kTs seated on horseback, a brazen 
ox from Eubui.:, a statue of, Sardua, a hone, 
offered by Callias the Athenian, a bronze 
statue of Homer.on..a.pillar, the tomb ol 
Achilles' son, the Lescue or public, boll, witli 
'an enormous number of painted figures ot 
Polygnotus and statues innumerable of Athe- 
na and Apollo, The great temple of Apollo 
was adorned, as to its eastern architrave, 
with gilded shields from tbe battle of Mara- 
thon. On tbe pedimenta were statues of the 
gods and of the setting sun, of Herculei 
slaying the Lernaeaa hydra, Belleropbon and 
the Chlmoera, vDlo5>wus and a giant, etc. 
These ore only a ep'SKI fraction of tbe richei 
of Delphi as described by Pausanias. A singi* 
one of these works of art; if recovered, would 
be worth the pries asked by the Greeks foi 
tbe right to the whole rite,—Boston Tran-

The salutation cams 
to the newagath'crer as ho was on his daily 
perambulations about the city, 'and was 
traced to a handsome blue-black .bird in a 
cage hanging under tbe shade of a flg tree 
at the residence of. Dr. Gildea, on Sixteenth 
street, near Hi As the reporter approached 
nearer h» was received with more laughter 
and inquiries as to whether became to see 
the "mlno," if his. health was good, etc. A 
few inquiries directed to a pleasant faced 
lady near by elicited the information that 
the bird was the sacred rniuo of Siam, which

Exorcising the Devil in India. 


A strango case of superstition .was recently 


investigated before the coroner of Bombay. 
A Hindoo mill band, named Raniji Daji, 
had for some time been suffering from swoll- 
en knee joints and pains in various parts oi 
the body. 'Ho went to the mill to get.somc 
wages due to him, and on his return was 
taken ill on the road. He was brought hom« 
on the back of a friend in an almost uncon- 
scious state, and was placed in a sitting pos- 
ture, being held up by bis father. 
A man 


named Deo, who was present, sug. ;cr,ted that 
hs was possessed of a devil, in order to expel 
which Deo swayed himself about in front oi 
the eick man, seized hold of his hah*, and de- 
manded of the devil who be was. Not re- 
ceiving a reply be strusfe tbe deceased vio- 
lently with a rattan, when tha latter fell 
back in a dying condition; but before bin 
death another friend took the rattan and 
beat the deceased, both men swaying their 
bodies to and fro and professing to bo pos- 
sessed with the spirit of a god. The flogging 
was intended to drive out the devil 
Dajl 


died almost immediately without a com- 
plaint. Tha widow narrated all these fact* 
to the coroner, and described both floggingi 
as being very violent. The medical evidence 
showed that there were several bruises OB 
the back and an abrasion on the right hip, 
but that the cause of death was bemorrbags 
from rupture of the spleen, which was prob- 
ably not due to the Bogging. The jury found 
a verdict accordingly, adding that there wag 
no evidence to show bow the spleen, becamt 
ruptured.—London Times. 


Tha Forests of California.

an arrow to a height of from 800 to 300 feet. 
There are whole tribes.of tho couiferae, doz- 
ens of specimens of cypress and cedar, a vari- 
ety and relationship of tbe oaks that drive* 
the botanist wild, ravines filled with the 
flowering dogwood, sweeps of glistening 
manzanita, spattered patches of the red- 
berried buckthorn, rifts of the pink petalod 
rhododendron, sanguinary 
patches where 


stand the Judas tree. In this favored coun- 
try also bloom and bear the pomegranate, 
ug, olive, almond, apricot, lemon, orangs 
and the nectarine. The camelia is a tree, 
the heliotrope a stout shrub; g.raniums aro 
used for scarlet hedges; the calla lily is a 
weed. And to round out this riot of iuxurl- 
.ance—this saturnalia of foliage, fruit and 
flowerr—nature sows every spring, in and 
through it all, a crop of wild oats such at 
.was never dreamed of by the original prodi- 
gal son.—Harper's Magazine.
